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STUDIES IN ANIMAL BREEDING 
REPRODUCTION AND CELL STRUCTURE 
The manner in which animals are 
reproduced should be better under- 
stood. Such knowledge is of greatest 
usefulness in understanding the laws 
of inheritance. The writer desires to 
present a few brief articles on animal 
breeding and in this first article the 
foundation will be laid by explaining 
what takes place when two animals 
are mated and produce offspring. 

When a cow is bred to a bull or a 
mare is bred to a stallion, no off- 
spring will result unless a minute 
germ cell called an ovum or egg is 
discharged from the ovaries of the fe- 
male. This usually occurs at the 
close of the period of heat. In cases 
of multiple birth as in swine several 
ova are discharged from the ovaries 
at one time. 

Offspring will not result unless the 
male is fertile. If he is fertile he will 
introduce into the womb or uterus of 
the female thousands of tiny germ 
cells much smaller than the ovum of 
the female. Under the microscope 
these tiny germ cells of the male look 
very much like tadpoles, for they are 
provided with a tail by means of 
which they swim actively through the 
fluid which surrounds them. These 
male germ cells are called spermato- 
zoa, a single cell being called a sper- 
matozoon. 

The ovum exerts an attractive force 
upon the spermatozoa and they swim 
toward and cluster around the ovum. 
It is much larger than the spermato- 
zoon because it is stored with consid- 
erable yolk or food material while the 
spermatoza contain no yolk. As soon 
as one spermatozoon pierces the wall 
of the ovum fertilization occurs and 
the attractive force ceases. 

This fact should be remembered— 
that only one spermatozoon joins with 
the ovum and when this occurs the 
life of a new animal is begun. Na- 
ture provides an immense number of 
spermatozoa in order to insure the act 
of fertilization. The female produces 
one or a few ova at a time richly 
stored with yolk, and the male pro- 
duces many germ cells each having 
the power of motion. 

An important point which may be 
mentioned here is that the number of 
pigs in a litter is limited by the num- 
ber of ova discharged from the ovar- 
ies of the sow during the period of 
heat. The boar does not affect the 
number of pigs in the litter because 
every fertile boar produces thousands 
of spermatoza at: each service. 

The two very minute germ cells 
which unite to start a new animal car- 
ry the inheritance from the male, the 
female and their ancestors to the off- 


‘ 
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spring. The reader is at once inter- 
ested to know what is the structure of 
these germ cells and what part or 
parts of these cells carry inheritance. 
Since the perfection of the high power 
microscope the scientist has deter- 
mined the structure of the cell and is 
now prepared to give considerable as- 
sistance and advice to breeders of 
plants and animals. 

All cells, whether germ cells, nerve 
cells, skin cells, or blood cells, are 
very much alike. They differ some- 
what, but have the same general 
structure. The cell is a small mass of 
living matter, called protoplasm, 
which may or may not be surrounded 
by a membrane called the cell wall. 
In the center of the mass is a spheri- 
cal part or body called the nucleus 
which is also enclosed in a membrane. 
The nucleus is the essential and vital 
part of the cell. That part of the cell 
which lies outside the nucleus is called 
the cytoplasm. In the case of the 
ovum the cytoplasm is charged with 
granules of yolk. 

The nucleus of the cell contains a 
number of thread-like or rod-like bod- 
ies called chromosomes. They are 
composed of granules of chromatin 
matter. The chromosomes are very 
important. 
even and always the same in any 
given species of animals, but varies 
somewhat in diferent species. In the 
simplest animals, such as some species 
of worms, there are only two or four 
chromosomes in each cell nucleus. In 
the higher animals there are 12, 16 or 
24 chromosomes in each sell nucleus. 

As cells grow and divide the nu- 
cleus undergoes a regular series of 
changes. First, the chosmosomes 
break up into granules (see Figure 1 
in the diagram illustrating cell divi- 
sion). Then the amount of chromatin 
matter increases and the cell grows in| 
all parts. Next, a single long thread 
of chromatin is formed from the 
granules, and the wall of the nucleus 
disappears. (See Fig. 2.) Then two 
small bead-like bodies, called centro- 
somes, appear at opposite ends of the 
cell and the chromatin thread splits 
throughout its entire length and 
breaks up crosswise into double the 
number of chomosomes common to 
that species of animals. (See Fig 3.) 
For the sake of simplicity we will as- 
sume that the normal number of 
chromosomes is only two. Half the 
chromosomes are drawn to one cen- 
trosome at one pole of the cell and 
half to the other. The entire cell is 
constricted through the center so as 
to give it the shape of a peanut. (See 
Fig. 4.) then a dividing wall is 
thrown across through the cell and 
thus the process of cell division is

completed, two cells being formed 
from the one previously existing. 
(See Fig. 5.) 

By a similar process these two cells 
again divide to form four cells and 
these form eight, and so on. It is by 
just such a process that the embryo 
calf, pig or foal is developed from 
the fertilized egg in the uterus or 
womb of the mother. 

The germ cells differ from other 
cells in one important particular; 
namely, they contain just half the 
numker of chromosomes found in the 
other cells of the animal. If this were 
not true the fertilization of the ovum 
by the spermatozoon would give to 
the fertilized egg twice the right 
number of chromosomes, and in suc- 
cessive generations of animals the 
number of chromosomes would con- 
tinue to double and redouble. When 
the cells of the testicles and ovaries 
divide to form spermatozoa and ova 
respectively, the chromosomes are not 
doubled in number just before the 
cell divides and hence the division in- 
to two spermatozoa or two ova re- 
sults in these germ cells having just 
half the usual number of chromo- 
somes. Then when the ovum or 
spermatozoon unite in fertilization 
the correct number of chromosomes 
is again established. These facts 
should be remembered for they ex- 
plain Medel’s law of inheritance 
which will be discussed in the next 
of these articles. ; 

What part of the germ cells carries 
inheritance? There are a number of 
facts which show that the chromo- 

















-gsomes are the carriers of inheritance. 

The best evidence of this is furnished 
by the fact that the chromatin is the 
only cell element equally represented 
in both the ovum and spermatozoon, 
and, as we have seen, the chromo- 
somes undergo a regular and precise 
process of division whenever a cell 
divides, while the cytoplasm is di- 
vided in a rough and comparatively 
careless manner.—Henry W. Vaughan, 
Ohio State University in The Ohio 
Farmer.

LEAKS IN THE DAIRY BUSINESS 


Address delivered at the Farmers’ 
Course, Madison, Feb. 2, 1914, by 
Prof. George C. Humphrey. 

The average dairy cow in Wiscon- 
sin, as nearly as can be determined, 
produces annually 175 pounds of but- 
ter fat. The valuation of all dairy 
products produced annually in the 
state is approximately $85,500,000. 
Comparisons of the average dairy cow 
of Wisconsin with tha average dairy 
cow of many herds of twenty or more 
cows, show a difference of at least 
one hundred pounds of butter fat in 
their annual productions. This diff- 
erence on the basis of what the aver- 
age cow of the state produces is 
about sixty per cent. 

The failure of cows in Wisconsin 
to average 275 pounds of butter fat 
annually incurs a loss to the state 
of $50,000,000. This loss is shared 
very largely by farmers and dairy- 
men who keep cows that average be- 
low 275 pounds of butter fat annual- 
ly, a point that should be well taken 
and carefully considered. There is 
very little opportunity to raise the 
‘average annual production of the 
cows of Wisconsin by increasing the 
production of the best cows for the 
reason that it is difficult to raise the 
production of a herd of cows averag- 
ing 300 pounds of butter fat per cow 
annually. The successful dairyman, 
however, would not consider 
very serious problem to raise a herd 
averaging from 175 pounds to 275 
pounds per cow. Therefore, the prob- 
lem of increasing the valuation of the 
dairy products in the state $50,000,- 
000, or sixty per cent, does not ap- 
pear difficult. It is largely a matter 
of stopping up some of the big leaks 
that seriously affect the production 
of the common cows and more serious- 
ly affect the welfare of the dairymen 
who own them. 


It is not reasonable to suppose that 
the leaks which incur this enormous 
loss can be overcome at once. It-is 
believed, however, that if dairymen 
will give careful attention to all the 
factors essential to dairying, much 
can be done to overcome them in the 
course of a few years. More dairy- 
men are concerned over the leaks that 
occur through holes in the milk pail 
and spilled milk which only occa- 
silonally occur, then they are over the 
more serious leaks which occur 
through the poor feeding, selecting 
and breeding of cows. 

Too many dairymen feed cows the 
most expensive kind of a ration which 
is an incomplete ration that does not 
enable cows to produce profitably. 
Hay is often the most expensive 


it a, 
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item in the ration, and when fed 
alone is often fed at an entire loss 
for the reason that it simply main- 
tains the cow without enabling her to 
produce any milk from which the dai- 
ryman gets returns. Rations must be 
complete and ample for keeping cows 
in good condition and producing up 
to a maximum. A ration consisting 
of corn silage, clover or alfalfa hay 
and a grain mixture fed at the rate 
of one pound to each three or ‘four 
pounds of milk produced is considered 
most economical. The feeder must 
learn to supply rations at the proper 
time and in a proper manner to pre- 
vent serious drops in production. 
These drops often occur in early 
spring when farmers hurry their cat- 
tle on to immature pasture, in sum- 
mer when pastures become scant or 
parched, from drought, and again in 
late fall when frosts and cold storms 
render pastures poor and make it 
necessary to stable cows and feed 
winter rations. The most successful 
dairyman feeds his cows at all seas- 
ons in a manner to maintain good con- 
dition on their part and to keep them 
producing up to their normal capa- 
city. A careful study of feed rations 
and the art of feeding is recommended 
as one of the first means of over- 
coming leaks in the dairy business. 

Selection of cows on the basis of 
their ability to produce and test well 
is a means of overcoming losses of 
time, labor and money in the dairy 
business. The poor cow in the herd 
often eats as much and requires as 
much labor and attention as the best 
cow. There are great differences in 
cows even in the best of herds. For 
example, each of the four best cows 
in the University dairy herd kept for 
a period of four years, produced an- 
nually on the average 426 pounds of 
butter fat at a profit, over and above 
feed cost, of $70.64. The four poor- 


est cows which were kept for the same 
period of four years averaged 301 
pounds of butter fat per head and re- 
turned a profit, over and above feed 
cost, of $42.18. Certain individual 
cows of the herd were discarded at 
the end of one year during this time 
which produced only 195 pounds of 
butter fat per head and whose profit, 
over and above feed cost, amounted 


to less than $20. This goes to show 
the importance of carefully weighing 
the milk and testing it to learn which 
cows are to be kept and which dis- 
carded and replaced by better ones. 
Cow testing associations and advanced 
registry work can not be too highly 
recommended for overcoming this 
leak in the dairy business. 


A third most serious leak in the 
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dairy business occurs from the use 
of inferior sires. The value of “bred 
and tested for production” dairy sires 
is not appreciated by dairymen and 
breeders of high grade and pure bred 
dairy cattle as much as it should be. 
When breeders and dairymen will 
combine to a greater extent through- 
out the state in community effort to 
use dairy sires which have proved 
themselves most prepotent in trans- 
mitting superior dairy qualities to 
their offspring, Wisconsin will make 
rapid progress in making up the loss. 
of sixty per cent now sustained in 
dairy products. There will also be a 
large increase in the valuation of 
dairy animals and in the amounts 
dairymen receive annually for sur- 
plus dairy cattle.

The Holstein-Friesian interests are 
now the strongest pure bred cattle 
interests in Wisconsin. There are 
788 breeders of the great black and 
white cattle in the state who are 
members of the National Holstein- 
Friesian Association and more than 
one hundred others have made appli- 
cation for membership in that or- 
ganization. During the year 1913 
farmers and breeders in Wisconsin 
also purchased close to 10,000 head of 
pure bred Holstein-Friesian bulls, 
cows and heifers, with which to im- 
prove their herds, or more than- any 
other state in \the country except 
New York. 


The Wisconsin Holstein-Friesian 
Breeders’ Association is planning to 
adopt, at its annual meeting to be 
held in March, a definite plan of ac- 
tion for still further promoting the 
progress of the breed in the state. A 
program of talks and discussions on 
other matters important to the -breed 
interests in Wisconsin has also been 
arranged for, and it is expected that 
its 1914 annual meeting will be the 
most successful in the history of the 
state association. 


By holding the meeting at Wauke- 
sha, an opportunity is afforded those 
from other localities in the state 
where community Holstein-Friesian 
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Associations have been organized, or 
where it is contemplated to soon or- 
ganize such associations, to see what 
has been accomplished in Waukesha 
County through the Waukesha County 
Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Asocia- 
tion, organized about six years ago, 
which is now not only the largest of 
its kind in the state for all breeds, 
but also the most successful com- 
munity Holstein-Friesian Association 
in the country.—C. Schroeder, Racine,

LA MAY--NEBRASKA’S NEW 
CHAMPION COW 


By J. H. Frandsen 
Department of Dairy Husbandry 


More than twenty-two times her 
weight in milk is the remarkable 
record set by La May, a Holstein- 
Friesian cow owned by the Nebraska 
College of Agriculture. In one year, 
just closed, La May produced 26,660 
Ibs. of milk and 773.49 Ibs. of butter 
fat which, according to the Holstein- 
Friesian Ajssociation rules, is esti- 
mated to produce 966.8 lbs. of butter. 
This record ranks her ninth in milk 
production among the cows of the 
world. She also holds the distinction 
of giving more milk in a year than 
any other cow owned by a State 
Agricultural College. 

La May was put under official test 
on November 18, 1912 at the age of 
five years. By good care she was in- 
duced to give as much as 99.1 lbs. of 
milk in one day. This is equal to 
about 11.5 gallons. For the whole 
year she averaged 73.0 lbs. daily or 
nearly 8.5 gallons per day. She is a 
splendid representative of the breed 
and shows excellent dairy tempera- 
ment. She weighs about 1,200 Ibs. 
and it is a striking proof of her effic- 
iency that she has been able to go 
through a year of heavy feeding with- 
out the addition of any surplus fat. 

Following we give the amount of 
feed she consumed and its value 
figured at current prices.

From this table it will be seen that 
La May was fed some high priced 
feeds so that her feed bill for the 
year amounted to $142.03. Her milk 


was actually sold at ten cents per] 


quart after it had been standardized 
to contain 3 per cent fat to comply 
with the State dairy laws. At that 
price it brought in $1,201.55, From 
this, however, must be deducted not 
only the cost of feed but also the 
cost of labor in caring for the cow 
and the milk, including bottling and 
delivering the milk. to the patrons. 
But even after making most liberal 
allowances for these items it can 
readily be seen that she netted the 
Dairy Department a splendid profit. 


Of course, these figures are not 
representative of what could be ex- 
pected under prevailing farm condi- 
tions. Taking into account average 
farm prices and conditions, La May’s 
milk after being standardized to 3 
per cent whole milk would be worth 
$516.80 if sold in bulk to the dealers 
in Lincoln at a price of $2.00 per 100 
Ibs—a price paid by several milk 
dealers in the city. Again suppos- 
ing that her product had been sold in 
the form of butter fat at 30 cents 
per pound (this price was given by a 
representative of one of Nebraska’s 
leading creameries as the average 
price paid for butter fat, net at 
creamery, during the twelve months 
in which this record was made) and 
the skim milk at 25 cents per: hun- 
dred, La May’s product would have 
yielded the sum of $293.86. 


RATION FED 


In round figures, La May’s average 
daily ration was made up of 28 Ibs. 
of silage, 8 lbs. of alfalfa, 8 lbs. of 
“alfalfat” and 20 lbs. of grain mix- 
ture, or a pound of grain for every 
three to four pounds of milk produced 
daily. The bulk of the grain ration 
was made up of corn bran, oil meal 
and cottonseed cake. To keep her ap- 
petite and digestion in good condi- 
tion, however, slight changes in her 
ration were made from time to time 
by adding or substituting such feeds 
as oats, gluten meal and sugar beets. 

It is not to be presumed that all 
cows can do what La May has done 
but rather that it indicates the possi- 
bilities in the way of greater product- 
iveness. It certainly should drive 
home to all of us the fact that it is 
not only possible but highly practical 
to double the production of the aver- 
age Nebraska cow.

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A HISTORY OF THE HOLSTEIN 
INDUSTRY OF LIVINGSTON 
COUNTY 


By F. W. Munson 


Taken from the booklet issued by the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
Livingston County, Michigan. 


In the early 80’s, Mr. W. K. Sexton 
brought into Livingston Co., Mich. a 
few imported Holstein-Friesian Cat- 
tle. The territory was already oc- 
cupied by the Shorthorns to the ex- 
tent of 14 herds of registered stock 
in the county. To introduce a new 
breed, contrasting so strongly with 
our accepted ideals, seemed almost a 
hopeless task, but Mr. Sexton was 
young and courageous. He had been 
to Holland and had seen them on their 
native heath. He knew what they 
had done for Holland, and he believed 
they might do as much for Michigan. 
He selected his cattle with care, and 
by sheer force of persistence and 
merit, he finally won out. 


Until the dairy business assumed 
its true perspective, the near nickel 
obscured the dollar farther on. Even 
before the advent of the milk factory 
the Black and Whites began to attract 
public notice. The agricultural fairs 
in the county (of which there were 
three) included them in their premi- 


um lists. For some years Mr. Sexton 
was about the only exhibitor. This 
was the day of small things. The 


Milk Condensary came—dairying had 
come to its own. A market for’ milk 
was at our doors, and with it came 
a demand for cows that could pro- 
duce milk in quantity. 

Mr. Sexton was on top. Instead 
of seeking distant markets for his sur- 
plus, to keep him going, buyers came 
to him. He had proven their value. 
Holsteins were the coming breed. 


Some others who started early also 
“struck it rich.” Frank R. Crandall, 
a young man with a 40 acre farm and 
poor buildings, but with the charac- 
teristics of a breeder, a feeder and a 
dealer, bought two or three females. 
He cared for and developed one cow 
to a record of over 17,200 lbs. of 
milk in a year, and sold her for the 
(then) magnificient sum of $200.00. 
A friend and backer of Mr. Crandall 
confided to me that he believed, “it 
would have been better for him (Mr. 
Crandall) if she had died.” 

He had misjudged the caliber of 
the man. It spurred his ambition. 
He reinvested the money in Holsteins, 
and with such judgment that his 
large farm, capacious barns and fine 
buildings are the admiration of all 
who visit them today and, last winter, 
at a single sale, he received an aver-

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age price of $500.00 for 15 head, and 
is by no means out of good cattle to- 
day. 

Perhaps the first after Mr. Sexton, 

to own registered Holsteins in the 
county, was Wm. B. Smith, of Oceola 
township, who brought in some 
splendid cows and wonderful produc- 
ers, but he neglected to keep up his 
registry and thus, did not lose, but 
missed a fortune. In 18938, R. C. 
Reed, of Oceola, started a herd in a 
small way and has ever since been a 
prominent factor in Holstein circles. 
In 1898 he had the first public sale 
of Holsteins in Howell, and now, with 
his partner Mr. F. P. Knowles, of 
Massachusetts, owns the Fair Lawn 
Herd, near Howell. 
The McPherson herd, starting in 1895 
or °96 with 3 head, now numbers 
over 100 females. The Nortons, H. 
E. Reeds, Eagers, Cornells and many 
others whose names appear in this 
catalog have large herds of choice 
cattle. 

Five years ago, one small farmer 
who sold milk ventured, with many 
misgivings, to purchase one registered 
cow, for less than one hundred dol- 
lars. He refused five dollars for his 
bargain and asked ten. He has sold 
$700.00 dollars worth of registered 
stock, and still has a fair start to- 
wards a herd. Phenomenal cases 
might be multiplied, in which the cow 
has greatly helped her owner, and 
each has its influence. 


In fact the atmosphere of the 
county seems saturated with the Hol- 
stein germ: so that nearly every 
farmer is on the alert for a chance 
to get some Holsteins. And they are 
wise. In my judgment a careful, 
pains-taking farmer can make no bet- 
ter investment. If a young man is 
deeply in debt, let him buy a good 
Holstein cow, nourish and care for 
her, and he soon has a sinking fund 
of no mean proportions. When asked 
by the Secretary of the National As- 
sociation to send him a list of my 
‘neighbors and acquaintances who 
owned grade or pure bred Holsteins, 
I replied, “I might as well copy the 
poll list, as they all have them.” The 
effect of the change from beef to 
milk, is very evident. Good cows, in 
which you have good money invested, 
call for good care. Silos and good 
stables economize the roughage, and 
the concentrates, which we buy to 





produce milk at a profit, return 70% 


of their value in manure. 
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Thus, instead of depleting our soils | 


by continual cropping, we increase 
their fertility. A drover who has 
traveled this country for many years, 
expressed the opinion that our dairy 
farms had doubled in fertility in the 
last ten years. Especially is this the 
case on light soils. I was shown one 
field of six acres where six years ago 
the whole product was drawn off at 
a single load, that, last year (a wet 
season) produced 20 tons of silage 
corn per acre. 


Another effect of farmers combin- 
ing to raise one breed of cattle is the 
market it creates. Buyers from 
abroad recognize the advantage of 
having a number of herds in easy 
reach, from which to draw, and if 
one man has not all they want, his 
neighbors will very likely complete 
the order. Already, above the home 
demand, there is almost a contin- 
uous string of cattle, singly, in small- 
lots, or in car lots, leaving the coun- 
ty. Our breeders are up-to-date. No 
pains or money is spared to procure 
the best sires the country affords, and 
while every effort is made to main- 
tain the high reputation of the cat- 
tle for constitution and vigor, the 
records of production herein given, 
must please the intending buyer.

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NEW KIND OF DAIRY TRAIN 
IN IOWA 


The Iowa State Dairy Association 
has just completed arrangements with 
the Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
Railroad to operate a special dairy 
train over the branches of this line 
in southern Iowa. The tour will be- 
gin February 9th and continue until 
March Ist. 

The train will be under the direct 
supervision of E. S. Estel, State Dairy 
Expert, and J. B. Lamson, Agricul- 
turist for the Railroad. The special 
will differ from those conducted in 
previous years, in that the communi- 
ties will co-operate to a greater ex- 
tent in the meetings. Stops will only 
be made at towns where local inter- 
est is manifested, and the citizens of 
the town and the farmers of the sur- 
rounding country agree to advertise, 
exhibit cattle and assist in making the 
meetings large and successful. 

The Burlington Railroad has oper- 
ated two special dairy trains for the 
Iowa State Dairy Association in this 
same territory. These have ac- 
complished a great deal, and have 
created a demand for more thorough 
information along the lines of dairy- 
ing and intensive farming. It is to 
meet this demand that the Iowa State 
Dairy Association, assisted by the 
various other dairy interests of the 
State, has determined to carry on this 
new kind of campaign. 


. Exhibits of the various kinds of 
feeds, barn equipment and silos will 
be carried in an exhibit car. These 
will be more extensive than on prev- 
ious trains, and will be designed to 
give the beginner practical illustra- 
tions of inexpensive equipment for 
the small dairy farm. In addition, 
the usual dairy cow demonstrations 
will be given, and specimens of dairy 
animals will be carried in a baggage 
car equipped as a model dairy barn. 

All meetings will be held at town 
halls. This arrangement will enable 
the lecturers to talk to the entire 
audience at once and therefore give 
more information in the same length 
of time. Lectures will be delivered 
to the city and rural school children 
with the idea of encouraging them to 
live on the farm. The boys of each 
community will be given’an oppor- 
tunity to enter a dairy cow judging 
contest, as well as a dairy record con- 
test. The latter will be based upon 
records of the production of milk and 
fat in the herd three months from the 
date on which the train passes through 
each respective town. Prizes for these 
contests will be given by local mer- 
chants and business men. 
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In addition, an effort will be made 
to have a small dairy show of the 
cattle in each community. These ani- 
mals will be scored and the owners 
advised as to how their herds may be 
practically improved by breeding and 
testing. 

Southern Iowa, because of its nat- 
ural conditions, is admirably adapted 
to dairying. Although this is true, 
only a small percentage of the cream- 
eries in the State are located in the 
southern half. The mild climate, the. 
rolling land with its abundance of 
pasturage, soil which will grow alfal- 
fa and all other legumes without the 
attention required in the north, and 
the proximity to good markets, make 
this section one of the best for dairy 
purposes. 


Heretofore the farmers of southern 
lowa have made dairying only a side 
line. They have in a large measure 
sold their grains directly from the 
farm, and as a result their soil has 
not been built up as has that in the 
northern part. They are now begin- 
ning to take a great interest in the 
problem of soil maintenance, and re- 
alize that the dairy cow is the best 
means of converting their feeds into 
profitable condensed products and at 
the same time return the manure to 
the land. 


In addition to the activity of the 
farmers toward more intensive farm- 
ing, the business men of the .towns 
are coming to realize that the cream- 
ery is an excellent institution. They 
see a striking example of the benefits 
derived from a creamery by compar- 
ing the prosperity of the small towns 
where these plants are located with 
the towns that do not have them. 

A special train of this nature will 
probably dccomplish greater results 
in the same length of time than any 
other campaign which could be de- 
vised. Southern Iowa will undoubted. 
ly become in the future as great a 
dairy section as the northern part.

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HOW THE WEATHER BUREAU 
FORECASTS STORMS, FROSTS 
AND FLOODS 


Office of Information, U, S. Dept. of 
Agriculture 

Many people have an idea that 
there is something mysterious and 
occult about the work of the Weather 
Bureau in forecasting the coming of 
storms, frosts and floods. Not a few 
think that the observers must neces- 
sarily get their data by reading the 
planets, the stars and the moon. As 
a matter of fact the forcaster of the 
Bureau foretells the coming of dis- 
turbances in a businesslike way, very 
similar to that in which a man who 
has ordered a shipment of goods would 
estimate the date of its arrival. 

Suppose a business man had ordered 
a carload of pineapples from the 
Hawaiian Islands. He would know 
the average time it would take the 
steamer to make the trip to the Pa- 
cific port, the average time for un- 
loading and loading into refrigerator 
cars, and the average number of days 
to be allowed these cars for their 
trip across the continent to New York. 
His estimate, however, would be sub- 
ject to error because the steamship 
might be delayed by fog, or the cars 
might meet with an accident. 


Storms, like pineapples, as a rule 
do not originate in the United States. 
They come to us, some from the 
Philippines, Japan, Siberia, Alaska, 
Canada or the Gulf of Mexico. The 
Weather Bureau gets cable, tele- 
graphic or wireless notice of a for- 
eign storm. Station after station, 
or vessel after vessel reports the 
storm’s arrival in its neighborhood, 
so that the general direction and rate 
of progress can be determined very 
nearly. In fact, the arrival of some 
storms can be foretold ten days in 
advance. 

The forecasters watch for the region 








center around which the winds blow. 
This whirl or eddy moves bodily for- 
ward with the general eastward drift 
of about 650 miles a day in our lati- 
tudes. As the lines of equal pres- 
sure (isobars) around the low centers 
crowd closer together, the winds at- 
tending the storm increase in force. 
The forecaster determines the direc- 
tion of movement of the storm and its 
velocity. 

When weather disturbances are re- 
ported, the forecasters know from ex- 
perience aout how long it takes them 
to reach our Pacific Coast, and then 
how long after they will reach the 
Atlantic Coast. For example, if a 
storm coming from Siberia drifts 
eastward around the North Pole and 
reappears in Alaska, it should . ap- 
pear in Washington and Oregon in 
about two days; should get to the 
Great Lakes in six days and to the 
Atlantic Coast in seven or eight days. 

Unexpected conditions may delay 
storms or divert them from the 
straight track just as a refrigerator 
car may be thrown off its schedule or 
be shipped by accident on a wrong 
road. Some of these storms deplete 
road. Some storms deplete them- 
selves by running into regions of high 
barometer which are of greater mag- 
nitude and extent than the storm it- 
self. Some of them, however, travel 
completely around the world. 

To keep tab on cold waves that 
come into the United States from 
Canada and Alaska, the Weather 
Bureau studies the Canadian Weather 
reports. England sends reports from 
Iceland, the British Islands and Con- 
tinental Europe, and daily reports 
come from St. Petersburg on the con- 
ditions in Russia and Siberia. 


The same businesslike system used 
in tracing the track of a storm is ap- 
plied in determining the arrival of 
frosts. 


Flood forecasts are made in much 
the same way. Information as to the 
amount of rainfall at the head waters 
of streams that cause floods are cov- 
ered by telegraphic reports sent by 
local observers. As this rain reaches 
the main channel, the height of the 
water in the channel is determined 
by surcessive gaging stations. Past 
records establish how much a height, 
say of 20 feet at Dubuque, Iowa, will 
produce at Davenport, another sta- 
tion 80 miles down the Mississippi. 
This plan is followed all the way down 
the river, and at each point full al- 
lowance is made for the effects of 
water from tributaries, and from ad- 
ditional and local rainfall. As a re- 
sult of these observations in the re- 
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‘cent flood, the people of Cairo had 
| warning a week or ten days in ad- 


‘vance. The Pittsburgh district can 
\be given only 12 to 24 hours’ notice, 
‘because a flood is upon them within 
|24 hours after a heavy rain storm.
